How to Deal With a Trespassing

15 Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and him 
alone: if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two more, 
that in the mouth of two or three 
witnesses every word may be estab- 
lished. 

17 And if he shall neglect to hear 
them, tell it unto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him 
be unto thee as an heathen man and 
a publican. 

18 Verily | say unto you, Whatsoever 
ye shall bind on earth shall be bound 
in heave: and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven. 

19 Again | say unto you, That if 
two of you shall agree on earth as 
touching any thing that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven.

The Saviour has said that we 
ought to be careful not to give of- 
fense to anyone or cause him to 
stumble (vss. 6, 7). Being in fel- 
lowship with other Christians is so 
important that to sin about this 
means that our prayers will be hin- 
dered (Matt. 5:23, 24: 6:14, 15: 
Mark 11:25, 26; Luke 6:35-38). 
Even the wrong attitude of heart 
which causes anger with a broth- 
er without cause, or which causes 
one to call him “dunce” (Raca), 

r “fool,” may be as guilty as a 
murderer in God’s sight (Matt. 
5:21, 22). How important it is, 
then, for Christians to reconcile 
their differences. 


‘ff thy brother shall trespass a- 
gainst thee’—and he certainly will! 
Thy brother is as human as thou 
art! Sooner or later any two hu- 
man beings thrown much together 
will fail to agree perfectly about 
something. The very best Chris- 
tians in the world are subject to 
mistakes, misunderstandings, even 
sin. James, John, and the other 
disciples were. The apostles dis- 


agreed and argued who should be} 


the greatest (Mark 9:34). James 
and John sought what seemed to 
the other disciples an unfair ad- 
vantage when their mother asked 
for them the first places in the 
kingdom (Matt. 20:20-24). Paul 
and Barnabas had sharp conten- 
tion over whether they should 


take with them John Mark who| have 


had left them once before (Acts | 
15:36-40). Peter and Paul abea 
had a sharp disagreement over

publicly (Gal. 2:11-14). Euodias 
and Syntyche, ladies at Philippi, 
evidently had misunderstandings 
and differences that were known 
publicly and needed to be settled 
in Christian love (Phil. 4:2), A- 
mong the saints at Corinth, some 
Christians went to law with oth- 
ers which was a sin and brought 
the church into reproach (I Cor. 
6:1-8). Abraham’s herdsmen and 
Lot’s herdsmen disagreed (Gen. 13: 
7). Jacob and Esau had trouble; 
so did Jacob and Laban; so did 
Joseph and his brethren. Moses, 
Isaac, David, Nehemiah, and many 
other Old Testa®Ment saints had 
the problem of dealing with trou- 
blemakers and offenders. How im- 
portant it is that a Christian 
should know how to treat those 
who wrong him. 

What should a Christian do in 
case someone wrongs him? The 
first step is, “Go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him a- 
lone’ (vs. 15). Give any man a 
chance to correct his wrongs or to 
tell his side of the case before 
you tell others. Nine-tenths oi 
the gossip, ill-feeling, and broken 
fellowship among Christians would 
be avoided, I believe, if Christians 
resolved never to tell others a- 
bout someone’s sins until they first 
honestly and kindly approached 
the offender to hear his side of 
the question. Tell no one else un- 
til you tell the one who has wrong- 
ed you or who you think has wrong- 
ed you. Usually the offense was 
not as bad as you thought. Some- 
times it never happened at all, but 
you only thought so. Sometimes 
there was an adequate reason to 
explain it. At other times the of- 
fender has cooled off and is sorry. 
Great good can be done by quiet, 
Christian, private approach to an- 
other Christian. Even if no other 
good is done, you can find out the 
full truth, see the other man’s 
viewpoint, and have the conscious- 
ness that you have honestly tried. 
If you do not do this, you offend 
God and sometimes make useless 
your prayers (Matt. 5:23, 24). In 
fact, the brother ‘should be ap- 
proached immediately, before sun- 
down, if possible (Eph. 4:26), so 
that no bitterness will develop in 
your heart. 

Notice the important aim of 
this private visit: “thou hast gain- 
ed thy brother.” If one wrongs 
you, your visit should not be pri- 
marily to get restitution but to 
gain your brother. If you gain your 
brother and lose a dollar or. ten 
dollars or a hundred dollars, you 
gained much. Forgive as 
_ quickly and as mercifully as you 
hope to be forgiven (Luke 6:36, 
37). One of the first motives of 


serious doctrinal matter, and that | every Christian should be to keep 
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intact the brotherly love and fel- 
lowship of the body of Christ. It 
is a terrible sin to prolong or 
cause divisions and strife among 
Christians and in the churches of 
Christ. 


Notice also who should make the 
visit—the one trespassed against 
(vs. 15). But Matthew 5:24 shows 
that the one who trespasses should 
also go seek the other. You should 
go to be reconciled with your 
brother, whether you or he did 
wrong. In fact, the teaching of 
the Scripture is that any Christian 
whose fellowship with another 
Christian has been broken for any 
reason should immediately do his 
best to have that fellowship re- 
stored, no matter who is guilty. 
The Bible says nothing about 
Christians’ meeting each other 
halfway. Rather, each Christian 
should be eager to go the whole 
way if necessary to have agree- 
ment and to do more than is re- 
quired or asked (Matt, 5:39, 48). 
Do not go to law with a Chris- 
tian brother even if he does owe 
you. Rather, suffer yourself to be 
defrauded. Do not fight your broth- 
er who thinks you should go 
with him a mile and you think not. 
Instead, go with him two miles. 
Gain your brother! 


The second step, if the private 
interview is not effective, is to 
take “one or two more, that in 
the mouth of two or three witnes- 
ses every word may be establish- 
ed.”” Most brothers can be won to 
friendship if they are approach- 
ed privately, with earnest desire 
to please Christ and have peace. 
Sometimes they cannot be won but 
persist in wrongdoing that harms 
others and becomes a public issue 
so that it must be dealt with. In 
such cases, the intreaty of other 
men may help to reclaim a sinning 
brother to his duty and fellowship. 
If not, then spiritually minded wit- 
nesses will hear every word so 
that there will be no misunder- 
standings of what has happened. 
The Bible requires two or three 
witnesses before anybody should be 
condemned (Deut. 17:6). It is par- 
ticularly urged that no charges 
should be heard against a preacher 
except by the mouth of two or 
three witnesses (1 Tim. 5:19). Thus 
it can be shown that the mat- 
ter is not purely a personal quar- 
rel. No person should be made 
an outcast among Christians with- 
out sufficient evidence. 


The third step is this: if the 
brother could not possibly be won 
by the offended person nor by oth- 
ers who went to plead with him 
and hear his side of the question, 
then the matter should be told to 
the church. If that seems a long 
and hard way to show up a man 
as an offender, then remember 
God wanted us to be quick to 
forgive and slow to condemn and 
He did not want unnecessary di- 


visions among Christians. Ac- 
cording to this Scripture, for a 
church to withdraw fellowship 


from a Christian should be a very 
rare occurrence and only” after 
very careful efforts have been 
made to win the offender back 
to fellowship and Christian duty. 
Jesus gave this plan: for indivi- 
duals and churches, and we should 
earefully follow it. 


Remember that God does some- 
times want people turned out 
of churches when they are guilty 
of gross and persistent sin and 
are impenitent. Paul’s command 
about one individual is given in I 
Corinthians, the fifth chapter, es- 
pecially verses 3, 5, 7, and 13. Cer- 
tainly God does not want His 
church endorsing wickedness. All 
over this land are churches which 
dishonor God by having deacons, 
stewards, elders, Sunday School 
teachers, finance committee mem- 
bers, and trustees who are un- 
christian in their daily lives and 
whose dishonesty or worldliness, 
drinking, gambling, profanity, and 
covetousness dishonor the name of 
Christ and harm the church. Many 
churches ought to clean house, 
but they sere to do it in the Bible 
way and after the most heart- 
searching conviction, penitence, 
and prayer, and do it in the spirit 
commanded here, seeking to gain 
the brother and hoping not to 
expel him. 

It should be noticed here also 
that the word “church” in this 
passage means a New Testament 
congregation of Christians able to 
receive members and to withdraw 
from members. For the reception 
of church members see the case 
of Cornelius and his household

“ALL THE 
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(Acts 10:47), where they were ap- 
proved for baptism, whether by 
formal vote or common consent, 
and Acts 18:27, Romans 16:2, 
where letters were sent, asking 
congregations to receive Apollos 
and Phebe. Acts 9:26-28 télls how 
Paul tried to join the disciples at 
Jerusalem, was first refused, and 
then received on the testimony of 
Barnabas. 

Verse 18 reminds us of the prom- 
ise in Matthew 16:19. It was evi- 
dently given primarily to the _a- 
postles, the Holy Spirit revealing 
to them what was God’s will to 
loose or bind, to permit or forbid. 

Verse 19 is a blessed promise 
about prayer. Notice that in this 
case agreement among: Christians 
is the only condition, not faith 
as in Mark 11:24, not persistence 
as in Luke 11:5-8 and Luke 18:7, 
8, not asking in Jesus’ name as in 
John 14:13, 14, not abiding in Him 
as in John 15:7, or doing His will 
as in I John 3:22. If God demand- 
ed that all these conditions be 


perfectly fulfilled in each case to} 


get our prayers answered, then we 
would very rarely get 
from God. He knows our frailty 
and makes different conditions, 
usually requiring only that one 
condition be fulfilled in a given 


‘promise. If you meet any single 


promise of God’s Word, you are 
safe in expecting God to answer. 
God is so anxious for us to pray 
that He offers us great blessings 
on very simple conditions. If we 
cannot meet one condition in one 
case, then perhaps we can meet 
another and so get the blessing. 
How anxious God is to have us 
pray! 

Actually, if we set out to fulfill 
one requirement which God makes, 
we get nearer to Him and nearer 
right on all the other things that 
will please Himes Two Christians 
who get everything out of the 
way between them so that they 
can be perfectly agreed in heart, 
wanting certain things, will have 
dealt their selfishness such a blow 
that they are likely to be able to 
ask it for Jesus’ sake, not their 
own. Then their hearts will not 
condemn them, and they will know 
that they are doing things accord- 
ing to God’s will, at least in the 
matter of fellowship.” Forgiving 
others, they will certainly have 
more faith to be forgiven. In fact, 
when Christian people are réally a- 
greed in heart, 


‘fulfilled all the law, for love ig 


the fulfillment of the law (Rom, 
13:10; Gal,. 5:14). 

Verse 19 does not say that if 
two agree to pray, but rather if 
they agree as touching the particu- 
lar thing that they ask. Two per- 
sons may agree to pray about 
something but in their hearts not 
be agreed upon it, that is, not 
want it just alike and for the 
same purpose. To agree with the 
lips does not always mean agree- 
ment in the heart. 

Verse 20 is still dealing with the 
same question of brotherly love 
and agreement. What a comfort 
verse 20 is to little groups who 
meet for prayer meetings, to Bible 
classes, or to small churches that, 
though discouraged and feeble and 
without crowds and equipment and 
strong leadership, yet meet in Je~ 
sus’ name. Let each discouraged 
Sunday School teacher who only 
has one or two pupils remember 
and claim this blessed promise. 
Jesus sits there beside you ag 
you teach one or two. Jesus meets

two or three! This verse shows 
that no limit on the size of a 
legitimate New Testament church 
is necessary. Christ can meet with 
two or three as well as He did 
with the thousands in the church 
at Jerusalem.

our hearts. Of the means of per- 
forming it in the best manner.” 

I have broadened -the subject! 
somewhat by including the word | 
“hymns” in the above quotation, | 
because that fs what Law would | 
refer to today. In his timé, church | 
music consisted of the psalms set | 
to music for: chanting or singing. 
What he says of metrical psalms | 


kinds of music. He stresses it as 
something we do not of choice or 


desire only, but because of the 
necessity of praising God! Sing- 
ing is the natural and proper ex- 
pression of a heart rejoicing in ° 
God, he avows, and when the 


dullness and ingratitude of heart 
is overcome there is a desire, even 
a need, to let the voice express 
the motions of the heart. 

Law reminds us of the song of 
Moses after leading the people 
through the Red Sea. Can you 
imagine being there and not wanf- 
ing to join in that marvelous 
song, “The Lord my strength — 
and my song, and he is become 
my salvation.” In fact, if you 
think back to any great spiritual 
experience where you were part 
of a group, it is likely that musie 
played an important part; and it

You will find Law much more 
explicit about the use of singing 
in devotions than most of us would 
dare to be.

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Law further’ reinforces his 
theme by reminding us of the 
songs of Paul and Silas, at mid- 
night, in prison, singing and prais- 
ing God. Remembering the mir- 
acle of deliverance which followed, 
he points out: “Could God by a 
voice from Heaven more express- 
ly call us to these songs of praise, 
than by thus showing us how He 
hears, delivers and rewards, those 
that use them.” Telling words! 


To get down to a more prac- 
tical phase of the use of songs in 
devotion, let’s think about just 
how hymns can be a blessing to 
us. First of all, though Law in- 
sists they be sung and not 
just read, many hymns do have 
such wonderful words. that just 
reading them is inspiring, and that 
would be a good way to start. You 
will want to pick your own favor- 
ites from the thousands of good 
songs. Some that have helped me 
are “More Like the Master,” 
“Teach Me to Pray, Lord,” “I 
Would Be Like Jesus,” “Beneath 
the Cross of Jesus,” “Moment by 
Moment,” and many more. Ine 
deed, this may be one of the best 
uses for some of the great oli 
hymns, subjective and introspec- 
tive, which are not recommended 
for the lively, evangelistic song 
service. 


But it is true, too, that singing 
the songs, quietly or more loudly, 
helps to reinforce their message 
in our hearts. The song of praise 
needs expression, and the singing 


of praise helps the heart to feek” __ 


gratitude. Who would not be mada 


.more grateful and humble before - 


a mighty God by singing “O For 
a Thousand Tongues,” or “The 
Spacious Firmament.” How wrong 
it is to ever sing such a _sone 
absent-mindedly, halt-heartedly!.

ada, or the British Empire. God 
loved the world. Here is something 
to set our own love aflame for 
the lost and rekindle our mission- 
ary passion. 

This expression “the world’ is 
often used in the Bible. In I John 
2:2 we read, “And he is the propi- 
tiation for our sins: and not for 
our’s only, but also for the sins 
of the WHOLE WORLD.” 

We read this in John 16:8 “Anda 
when he | the Holy Spirit! is come, 
he will reprove THE WORLD of 
sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment.” 

So in three texts we have the 
work of the Trinity and in each 
case it is a world-wide work. 

Do your remember that in New 
Testament times one of the first 
to witness to the world-wide Gos- 
pel was a woman? In John 4:42 
we hear the results of her witness, 
“We have heard him ourselves, 
and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the 
WORLD.” A woman, partly led by 
her woman’s instinct and partly 
goaded by her sin, was the first to 
proclaim the world’s Saviour in 
Sychar, 

You remember how she left her 
water pot and went back to the 
city and told the men, not so 
much what Jesus had said, that 
was not necessary, but she said, 
“He told me all things that I 


ever did.” That was a fine exagger- 
ation which’ seemed untrue and 
yet was actually filled with fact. 
Charles Finney said many years 
ago, “When a man is convicted of 
one sin he is convicted of every 
sin.” It was quite clear to this 
woman that He who could read 
her life in one thing could discern 
all things. Then the realization 
came and utterance was made to 
the first fact of our text that 
Christ is the Saviour of the world. 
It has no other Saviour. 


He did not come to judge the 
world, He did not come to 
blame, 

He did not even come to teach, 
it was to save He came, 

And when we call Him Saviour 
we call Him by His name.

Whose Body Is Yours? 


(Continued from page 1) 


I had been taught by those who 
ministered the Word in my circles 
that the believer can have noth- 
ing personally to do with the 
Spirit. God worked by, and with, 
His Spirit, but we should have 
no contact with Him whatever. 
I was told from the platform 
that if anyone yielded himself to 
the Spirit, that one was a here- 
tic to be avoided. Because of the 
years of this training three ob- 
stacles loomed large before me 
to prevent me from taking the 
Holy Spirit for myself. The first 
was my fear of becoming a religi- 
ous fanatic; the second was fear 
of giving Christ an inferior place 
and thus hurting His heart. (I did 
not know that there was no jeal- 
ously in the Godhead); the third 
was that I should be giving to 
the Holy Spirit a position and 
place that should be occupied only 
by Christ. 


These doubts and questions I 
made known to my Christian 
teacher. He was a wise man of 
God and revealed to me from 
the Scriptures that only by the 
Spirit would Christ be made known 
to me and the beauties of Christ be 
revealed to my heart. He assur- 
ed me that if the Spirit had all 
His own way in my soul He would 
do freely what He came to do— 
reveal the Scriptures, exalt the 
Saviour, magnify the Father, give 
power in service and victory in the 
battle with Satan.. This encoura- 
ged me to study those passages 
which told of the privilege of the 
believer in receiving the Holy 
Spirit. 

The preacher left the city be- 
fore I had made a decision in 
my soul. Shortly thereafter that 
blessed man of God, the late Dr. 
James Gray, came to our city, and 
one evening expounded Romans 
12:1. Leaning over the pulpit, he 
said, “Have you noticed that this 
verse does not tell us to whom 
we should give our bodies? It is 
not the Lord Jesus who asks for 
it. He has His own body. It is 
not the Father who asks for it. 
He remains upon His throne. An- 
other has come to earth without 
a body. God could have made a 
body for Him as He did for Je- 
sus, but He did not do so. God 
gives you the privilege and the 
indescribable honour of presenting 
your bodies to the Holy Spirit, to 
be His dwelling place on earth. If 
you have been washed in the blood 
of the Lamb, then yours is a holy 
body, washed whiter than snow, 
and will be accepted by the Spirit 
when you give it, Will you do so 
now?” 


At this service Mr. Baker was 
sitting beside me and he was im 
deep meditation, as I was. We said 
little as we went home together, 
for he was living with me. He went 
at once to his room, while I went 


,to my study. There I lay down 


upon the carpet, prostrate in God’s 
presence, heartbroken over a fruit- 
less life, yet filled with a great 
hope because of the words I had 
heard from a teacher in whom 
I had all confidence. 


There in the quiet of that late 
hour, I said to the Holy Spirit, 
“My Lord, I have mistreated You 
all my Christian life. I have treat- 
ed You like a servant. When I 
wanted You, I called for You; when 
I was about to engage in some 
work I beckoned You to come 
and help me perform my task. I 
have kept You in the place of a 
servant. I have sought to use You 
only as a willing servant to help 
me in my self-appointed and chos 
en work. I shall do so no more. 
Just now I give You this body of 
mine; from my head to my feet, 
I give it to You. I give You my 
hands, my limbs, my eyes and lips, 
my. brain; all that I am within 
and without I hand over to You 
for You to live in it*the life that 
You please. You may send this 
body to Africa, or lay it on a bed 
with cancer. You may blind the 
eyes, or send me with Your mes- 
sage to Tibet. You may take this 
body to the Eskimos, or send it 
to a hospital with pneumonia. It 
is Your body from this moment 
on. Help Yourself to it. Thank You, 
my Lord; I believe You have ac- 
cepted it, for in Romans 12:1 You 
said ‘acceptable unto God.’ Thank 
You ‘again, my Lord, for taking 
me. We now belong to’ each oth- 
er,” 


During the night I had seen the 
light burning in the room of my 
father-in-law, so in the morning 
when he came to breakfast I said, 
“It is too bad you were ill during 
the night, Father; why did you 
not call me?” He replied, “I was 
not sick last night, but all night 
long I sought to get to the Lord 
did give this body to the Holy 
Spirit. I was unable to do so be- 
cause business kept intruding. 
Tents, camp furniture, flags, ad- 
vertising, factory problems ll 
pressed upon my mind and de- 
manded my attention. It was four- 
thirty this morning before I could 
really get to the Lord. Then I 
did give this body to the Holy 
Spirit and accepted Him as the 
Lord of my service. At five o’- 
clock I retired. You go down, Wal- 
ter, and open the mail and get 
the work started, for I am going 
to a luggage shop to buy a travel- 
ling bag. Since I have given my 
body to the Spirit and He has ac- 
cepted it, I know He will have 
work for me to do, and I want 
to be ready to go.” 


At the luggage shop Mr. Baker 
was waited on by a young lady. 
As he told her of his need, she 
said, ‘“‘Are you the Mr. Baker of 
the awning shop?” “Yes,” he re- 
plied. Immediately her face flushed 
and she was choked with emo- 
tions. She told how just a few 
weeks before her mother had died, 
and on her deathbed had requested 
the daughter to find Mr. Baker and 
ask him to lead her to the Lord 
Jesus, as she herself had been led 
by this same friend some years be- 
fore. ‘Thus, before he arrived at the 
office, the Holy Spirit had proved 
His acceptance of that servant by 
giving him this soul the first thing 
in the morning. 

As I left home that morning 
I said to my wife, “Lover, this 
is to be a wonderful day with me, 
for I gave my body to the Holy 
Spirit last evening. I have quit 
asking Him to help me to do things 
and shall today see Him as Lord 
of my life, doing things through 
me. I will call you up and let you 
know what happens.” 


About ten o'clock two young 
ladies -entered my office, selling 
advertising. They had often called 
for that purpose’ before and I had 


'given them some large contracts. 


Never had I spoken to them a- 


bout the Lord Jesus. My lips had 


been my own and I used them for 
business purposes. Now, however, 
these lips had been given away, 
and the Holy Spirit made use of 
them at once. “Are you girls bad 
enough to be lost?” I said. The 
older one answered immediately 
that she was and had been sitting 
up the previous night until two 
in the morning reading her Bible 
and seeking the Lord. It was only 
a short way to Calvary for this 
girl. She soon met the Saviour 
and found peace in her soul. ‘lhe 
younger sister was not so easily 
led. She said, “You must think I 
am a very bad girl,” upon which 
I handed her my Bible, open at 
Romans 3, and requested her to 
read the chapter, verses 9 to 19, 
and see what God said about her. 
She denied that this passage re- 
ferred to her at all and would not 
accept it. I handed her my sissors 
and requested that she cut it out 
of the Book in order that-I might 
not have an untrue statement in 
my Bible. This she refused to do, 
saying that her mother had taught 
her that all the Bible was true. 
This part, she said, referred to 
someone else, but not to ker. From 
this passage I turned her to Mark, 
chapter 7, and had her read verses 
20 to 23. In this portion ghe admit- 
ted that the last two items did 
refer to her, but certainly the oth- 
er items were not true in her life. 
We next turned to Matthew 13 
and read the story of the wheat and 
the tares. As we read the explana- 
tion, verses 37 to 43, the tears 
fell from her eyes as she acknowl- 
edged that she was like the tares. 
She“was quite like a Christian, but 
knew in her heart that she did 
not have the life of Christ. Hav- 
ing thus admitted that she was a 
hypocrite and lost, she too, like 
her sister, trusted in Christ Jesus. 


The gracious Spirit of God, hav- 
ing obtained the mastery and con- 
trol of these lips and eyes and 
brain, began at once to use them. 
These two -precious souls were 
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the first fruits of this “life more 
abundant.”” After the two sisters 
had gone I called up on the tele- 
phone to tell my companion of 
the great honor given me and the 
blessed assurance granted that the 
Holy Spirit had accepted my body 
for His own purposes. 

Since that eventful time He has 
proved in a multitude of ways His 
authority and His power, His wis- 
dom and His knowledge in bring- 
ing about many such miracles, 
showing Himself to be indeed the 
Leader of the life, the Lord of the 
harvest. I entreat each of you to 
go directly to the Holy Spirit 
Himself, give Him your body, and 
then look to Him constantly to 
do what He wants with that body 
for the glory and the honour of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.

“Prayer was made without ceas- 


‘ing of the church unto God for 


him.” , 


The whole secret of prevailing 
the prayer that gets what 
it asks, is found in four phrases i 
this brief description of their pray- 
er. The first phrase is, “Without 
ceasing.” The second, “Of The 
church.” The third, “Unto God,” 
The fourth, “For him.” . 


I. “Unto God” 


Let us take up these four phras- 
es and study them. We take,up 
first the third phrase, for it is 
the most important one, 
“Unto God.” The prayer that gets 
what it asks is the prayer that is 
unto God, But someone will say, 


“Is not all prayer unto God?” 
No. Comparatively few of the 


prayers that go up from this earth 
today are really unto God. I some- 
times think that not one prayer 
in a hundred igs really “unto God.” 
You ask, “What do you mean?” 
I mean exactly what I say, that 
not one prayer in a Qundred is 
really unto God. “Oh,” you say, 
“IT know what you mean. You are 
talking about the prayers of the 
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Him 


heathen unto their idols and their 
false gods.” No, I mean the pray- 
ers of people who call themselves 
Christians; I do not think that one 
in a hundred of them are really 
unto God. “Oh,” you say, “I know 
what you mean. You are talking 
of the prayers of the Roman Cath- 
olics unto the Virgin Mary and 
unto the saints.” No, I mean the 
prayers of people who call them- 
selves Protestants. I do not be- 
lieve that one in a hundred of 
the prayers of Protestant believers 
are really unto God. “What do you 
mean?” you ask: I mean exactly 
what~I say. 


Stop a moment and think. Is it 
not often the case wheri men stand 
up to pray in public, or kneel down 
fo pray in private, that they are 
thinking far more of what they 
are asking for than they are of 
the great God who made Heaven 
and earth, and who has all power, 
of whom they are asking it? Is it 
not often the case that in our pray- 
ers we are not thinking much 
either of what we are asking for or 
of Him from whom we are asking 
it, but our thoughts are wandering 
off wool gathering everywhere? 
We take the name of God upon 
our lips but there is no real con- 
scious approach to God in our 
hearts. We are really taking the 
name of God in vain while we fancy 
we are praying to Him. If there is 
to be any power in our prayer, if 
our prayer is to get anything, the 
first thing to be sure of when we 
pray is that we have really come 
into the presence of God, and are 
really speaking to Him. We should 
never utter one syllable of prayer, 
either in public or in private, un- 
til we are definitely conscious 
that we have come into the pres- 
ence of God and are actually 
praying to Him, Oh, let those two 
words, “Unto God,” “Unto God,” 
“UNTO Gop,” sink deep into your 
heart; and from this time on nev- 
er pray, never utter one syllable 
of prayer, until you are sure that 
you have come into the presence 
and are really talking to 


Some years ago in our church 
in Chicago, before we began the 
great Saturday night prayer’ meet- 
ings -to pray for a world-wide re- 
vival, a little group of us used to 
meet every Saturday night for 
prayer, to pray for God’s blessing 
upon the work of the morrow. 
Never more than a handful of peo- 
ple came, but we had wonderful 


ter we had gathered together, I 
arose to open the meeting and 
said to those gathered there, 


“Now we are going to kneel in 
prayer and every one of you feel 
at perfect liberty to ask for what 
God puts into your heart to ask 
for; but be sure that you do not 
utter a word of prayer until you 
have really come into the presence 
of God, and know that you are 
talking to Him.” 


Then we knelt in prayer. A 
friend of mine, a businessman, had 
come in just before I said that. 
One day the following week I met 
him and he said to me, 


“Mr. Torrey, I. ought to be 
ashamed to confess it, but do you 
know that that thought you threw 
out last Saturday night just be- 
fore we knelt in prayer, that not 
one of us should utter a syllable 
of prayer until we had really come 
into the presence of God and 
knew that we were talking to 
Him, was an entirely new thought 
to me and it has transformed my 
prayer life?” 


I could easily understand that; 
for I can remember when that 
thought transformed* my prayer 
life. I was brought up to pray. I 
was taught to pray so Sa in 
life that I have not the slightest 
recollection of who taught me to 
pray. I have no doubt it was my 
mother, but I have no recollection 
of it. In my earliest days the habit 
of prayer was so thoroughly in- 
grained into me that there has 
never been a single night of my 
life as far. back as my memory 
goes, that I have not prayed; with 
the exception of one night when 
I was carried home unconscious 
and did not regain consciousness 
until the next morning. 


Even when I had wandered far 
from God, and had definitely de- 
cided that I would not accept Je- 
sus Christ; nevertheless, I prayed 
every night. Even when I had 
come to a place where I doubted 


whether the Bible was the Word 
of God, and whether Jesus Christ

But at this point a question 
arises. How can we come into the 
presence of God, and how can we 
be sure that we have come into 
the presence of God, and that we 
are really talking to Him? Some 
years ago I was speaking upon this 
verse of Scripture in Chicago, and 
at the close of the address a very 
intelligent Christian woman, one 
of the most intelligent and deeply 
spiritual. women I ever knew, came 
to me and said, “Mr. Torrey, I 
like that thought of 
but how can we come into the 
presence of God and how can we 
be absolutely sure that we have 
come into the presence of God, 
and that we are really talking to 
Him?” It was a wise question and 
a question of great importance; 
and it is clearly answered in the 
Word of God. There are two parts 
to the answer. 


1. You will find the first part 
of the answer in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, chapter ten, verse nine- 
teen, “Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus.” That is 
the first part of the answer. We 
come into the presence of God 
“by the blood of Jesus’: and we 
can come into the presence of God 
in no other way. Just what’ does 
that mean? It means this: You 
and I are sinners, the best of us 
are great sinners, and God is in- 
finitely holy, so holy that even 
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the Seraphim, those wonderful 
“burning ones” (for that is what 
Seraphim means, burning ones), 
burning in their own intense holi- 
ness, must veil their faces and 
their feet in His presence (Isa. 
6:2). But our sins have been laid 
upon another, upon the Lord Je- 
sus when He died upon the cross 
of Calvary and made a perfect 
atonement for our sins. When He 
died there He took our place, 
the place of rejection by God, the 
place of the “curse,” and the mo- 
ment we accept Him and believe 
God’s testimony concerning His 
blood, that by His shed blood He 
made perfect atonement for our 
sin, and trust God to forgive and 
justify us because the Lord Jesus 
died in our place, that moment 
our sins are forgiven and we are 
reckoned righteous and enter into 
a place above the Seraphim, the 
place of God’s only and perfect 
Son, Jesus Christ. And we do not 
need to veil our faces or our feet 
when we come into His presence, 
for we are made perfectly “accept- 
ed in the beloved” (Eph. 1:6). 
To “enter into the holiest” then, 
to come into the very presence 
of God, “by the blood of Jesus,” 
means that when we draw near to 
God we should give up any and 
every thought that we have any 
acceptability before God in our- 
selves, we must realize that we 
are miserable sinners, but we must 
also believe that every sin of ours 
has been atoned for by the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ, and there- 
fore come “with boldness” into the 
very presence of God, “into the 
holiest, by the blood of Jesus.” 


The best man or woman on 
earth cannot come into the pres- 
ence of God on the ground of any 
merit of his own, not for one 
moment; nor: get anything from 
God on the ground of his own 
goodness, not even the smallest 
blessine. But on the grownd of the 
Shed blood of Jesus Christ the 
vilest sinner who ever walked this 
earth, who has turned from his sin 
and accepted Jesus Christ and 
trusts in the shed blood as the 
ground of his acceptance before 
God, can come into the presence 
of God any day of the year, and 
any hour of the day or night, and 
with perfect boldness speak out 
every longing of his heart and get 
what he asks from God. Isn’t that 
wonderful? Yes, and, thank God, 
it is true. 


The Christian Scientist cannot 
really pray. What they call prayer 
is simply meditation or concen- 
tration of thought. It is not asking 
a personal God for a _ definite 
blessing; indeed, Mrs. Eddy denies 
the existence of a personal God 
and she denies the atoning efficacy 
of the blood. She said that the 
blood of Jesus Christ when it was 
shed on the cross of Calvary, did 
no more good than when it was 
running in His veins. So a Chris- 
tian Scientist cannot really pray; 
he is not on praying ground. 


Neither can a Unitarian really 
pray, Oh, he can take the name 
of God upon his lips and call Him 
Father, and say beautiful words, 
but there is no real approach to 
God. Our Lord Jesus Christ Him- 
Self said, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by [more 
literally, through] me.” - Some 
years ago I was on a committee 
in Chicago of three persons, one 
of whom was one of the leading 
Unitarian ministers of the city. 
He was a charming man in many 
Ways. One day at the close of 
our committee meeting this Uni- 
tarian minister turned to me and 
said, “Brother Torrey, I often 
come over to your church to hear 
you.” 


I renlied, “I am very glad to 
hear it.” 


Then he continued, “I specially 
love to go to your prayer meetings. 
Often of a Friday night I drop 
into your prayer meeting and sit 
down by the door, and I greatly 
enjoy it.” 


I replied, “I am glad that you 
do. But tell me something. Why 
don’t you have a prayer meeting 
in your own church?” 


“Well,” he said, “you have asked 
me an honest question and I will 
give you an honest answer. Be- 
Cause I can’t. I have tried it and 
it has failed every time.’’ Of course 
it failed, they had no ground of

God and be sure that we have 
come into His presence, we must 
look to the Holy Spirit to make 
God real to us as We pray. 

Have you never had this ex-

when we feel like praying? No, 


when we least feel like praying,

and when God is least real to us, 
that is the time we most need 
to pray. What shall we do then? 
Simply be quiet and look up to 
God and ask God to fulfill His 
promise and to send His Holy 
Spirit to lead us into His presence 
and to make Him real to us, and 
then wait and expect, And He will 
come, and He will take us into 
God’s presence, and He will make 
God real to us. I can testify today 
that some of the most wonderful 
seasons of prayer I have evér had, 
have been times when as I first 
knelt to pray I had no real sense 
of God. There seemed to be no one 
there, it seemed as if I were talk- 
ing into empty space; and then I 
have just looked up to God and 
asked Him and trusted Him to 
send His Holy Spirit to teach me 
to pray, to lead me into His pres- 
and to make Him real to 


'me, and the Spirit has come, and 


He has made God so real to me 
that it almost seemed that if I 


opened my eyes I*could see Him, 


in fact I did see Him with the eyes 
of my soul, 

One night at the close of a ser- 
mon in Chicago in one of the 
churches on the South Side, I 
went down the aisle to speak to 
different individuals. I stepped up 


to a middle-aged man and said to 


him, “Are you a Christian?” 
“No,” he replied, “I am an in- 
fidel. Did you ever see God?” 
I quickly replied, “Yes, I have 
seen God.” 
The man was startled and si- 
lenced. Did I mean that I had seen 
God .with these eyes of my body? 


'No. But, thank God, I have two 
pair of eyes; not only does my 


'passing to the great practical im- 


body have eyes, but my spirit 
also has eyes. I pity the person 
who has: only one pair of eyes, 
no matter how good those eyes 
are. I thank God I have two pair 
of eyes, these bodily eyes with 
which I see you, and the eyes of 
my spirit with which I see God. 
God has given me wonderful eyes 
for my body, that at sixty-seven 
years of age I have never had to 
wear glasses, and do not know 
what it means to have my eyes 
weary or painful under any cir- 
cumstances. But I will gladly give 
up these eyes rather than those 
other eyes that God has given me, 
the eyes with which I see God. 


This then is the way to come 
into the presence of God and to 
be sure that we have come into 
His presence: first, to come by the 
blood; second, to come in the Holy 
Spirit, looking to the Holy Spirit 
to lead us into the presence of 
God, and to make God real to us. 


Let me call your attention in 


portance of the doctrine of the 
Trinity. There are many who 
think that the doctrine of the 
Trinity is a purely abstract, meta- 
physical and utterly impractical 
doctrine. Not at all. It involves 
our whole spiritual life, and it is 
of the highest importance in the 
very practical matter of praying. 
We need God the Father to pray 
to; we need Jesus Christ the Son 
to pray through; and we need the 
Holy Spirit to pray im. It is the 
prayer that is to God the Father, 
through Jesus Christ the Son, un- 
der the guidance and in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, that God the 
Father answers. 


II. With Intense Earnestness 


Now let us consider another of 
the four phrases used in Acts 12:5, 
that contain the whole secret of 
prevailing prayer, the two words, 
“without ceasing’; “Prayer was 
made without ceasing of the 
church unto God for him.” If you 
have the American Revised Ver- 
sion you will notice that it reads 
differently, that it reads in this 
way, “Prayer was made earnestly 
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of the church unto God for him.” 
The word “earnestly” comes far 
nearer giving the force of the 
original than the words “without 
ceasing,’ but even earnestly does’ 
not give the full force of the Greek 
word used. The Greek word is “ek- 
tenos,” and it means literally 
“stretched-out-edly.” You see how 
King James’ translators came to 
translate it “without ceasing,” 
they thought of the prayer as 
stretched out a long time, unceas- 
ing prayer. But that is not the 
thought at all. The Greek word is 
never used in that sense anywhere 
in the New Testament, and I do 
not know of a place in Greek lit- 
erature outside of the Bible where 
it is so used. The word is a pic- 
torial word, as so many words are. 
It represents the soul stretched 
out in the intensity of its earnest- 
ness toward God. 

Did you ever see a foot race? 
The racers are all toeing the mark 
waiting for the starter to say “go,” 
or to crack the revolver as a sig- 
nal to start. As the critical mo- 
ment approaches everything about 
the runners becomes more and 
more’ tense, until when the word 
“go” comes, or the _ revolver 
cracks, they go spinning down the 
track with every nerve and muscle 
stretched toward yonder goal, and 
sometimes the veins stand out on 
the, forehead like whipcords—ev- 
ery runner would be the winner. 
That is the picture, the soul 
stretched out in intense earnest- 
ness toward God. 

It is the same word that is used 
in the-comparative mood in Luke 
22:44, where we read, “And being 
in an agony he prayed more earn- 
estly |literally, more _ stretched- 
out-edly |: and his sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground.” The thought 
is, as I have said, of the soul being 
stretched out toward God in in- 
tense earnestness of desire. 


Probably the most accurate 
translation that could be given in 
a single word would be “intense- 
ly.” “Prayer was made intensely 
of the church untg God for him.” 
In fact the word “intensely” is 
from the same root, only it has a 
different prefix. In the 1911 Bible 
the passage is translated “Instant 
and earnest-prayer was made of 
the church unto God for him,” 


which is not a bad paraphrase 
though it is not a_ translation. 
And “intensely earnest prayer was 
made of the church unto God for 
him,” would be an even better 
rendering. 

It is the intensely earnest prayer 
to which God pays attention, and 
which He answers. This thought 
comes out again and again in the 
Bible. We find it even in the Old 
Testament, in Jeremiah 29:13, “Ye 
shall seek me, and find me, when 
ye shall search for me with all 
your heart.” We here discover the 
reason why so many of our pray- 
ers are unheard of God. There is 
so little heart in them, so little 
intensity of desire for the thing 
asked, that there is no reason why 
God should pay any attention to 
them. Suppose I should ask all 
of you if you prayed this morn- 
ing? Doubtless almost every one 
of you would reply, “Yes, I did.” 
Then suppose I should ask you 
again, “For what did you pray 
this morning?” I fear that some 
of you would hesitate and ponder 
and then have to say, “Really, I for- 
get for what I did pray this morn- 
ing.” Well, then, God will forget 
to answer. But if I should ask 
some of you if you prayed this 
morning you would say, “yes.” 
Then if I asked you for what you 
prayed you could tell me at once, 
for you always pray for the same 
thing. You have just a little rote 
of prayer that you go through 
each morning or each night. You 
fall on your knees, go through 
your little prayer automatically, 
scarcely thinking of what you are 
saying, in fact oftentimes you do 
not think of what you are saying 
but are thinking of a dozen other 
things while you are repeating 


‘your prayer. Such prayer is pro- 


fanity, taking the name of God 
in vain. 

When Mrs. Torrey and I were 
in India, she went up to Darjeel- 
ing, in the Himalayas, on the 
borders of Thibet. I was unable 
to go because of being so busy 
with meetings in Calcutta. When 
she came back she brought with 
her a Thibetan praying wheel. Did 
you ever see one? A little round 
brass cup on the top of a stick, and 
the cup revolving when the stick 
was whirled. The Thibetan writes

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out his prayers, drops them into 
the cup, and then whirls the stick 
and the wheel goes round and the 
prayers are said, That is just the 
way a great many Americans pray, 
only the wheel is in their head in- 
stead of being on the top of a 
stick. They kneel down and rattle 
through a rote of prayer, day aft- 
er day the same thing, with 
scarcely any thought of what they 
are praying for. That kind of 
prayer is profanity, “taking the 
name of God in vain,” and it has 
no power whatever with God. It 
is a pure waste of time, or worse 
than a waste of time. 


But if I should ask some of you 
what you prayed for this morning 
you could tell me, for as you were 
in prayer the Spirit of God came 
upon you and with a great heart- 
ache of intensity of desire you 
cried to God for that thing that 
you must have. Well, God will 
hear your prayer and give you 
what you asked. 

If we are to pray with power 
we must pray with intense earn- 
estness, throw our whole soul into 
the prayer. This thought comes 
out again and again in the Bible. 
For example, we find it in Romans 
15:30, “Now I beseech you, breth- 
ren, for the Lord Jesus Christ’s 
sake, and for the love of the Spirit, 
that ye strive together with me in 
your prayers to God for me.” The 
word translated “strive together’ 
in this verse is “sunagonizo.” 
“Agonizo” means to “contend” or 
“strive” or “wrestle” or “fight.” 
And this verse could be properly 
translated, “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ’s sake, and for the love 
of the Spirit, that ye wrestle to- 
gether with me in your prayers 
to God for me.” , 


We hear a great deal in these 
days about “the rest of faith,” by 
which men usually mean that we 
should take things very calmly 
in our Christain life, and when 
Wwe pray we should simply come 
into God’s presence like a little 
child and quietly and trustfully 
ask Him for the thing desired and 
count it ours, and go away very 
calmly and reckon the thing ours. 
Now there is a truth in that, 
a great truth; but it is only one 
side of the truth, and a truth 


usually has two sides. And the, 


other side of the truth is this, 
that there is not only “the rest of 
faith” but there is also the “fight 
of faith,” and my Bible has more 
to say about “the fight of faith” 
than it does about “the rest of 


faith.” The thought of wrestling 


or fighting in prayer is not the 
thought that we have to wrestle 
with God to make God willing to 
grant our prayers. No, “our wrest- 
ling is .. , against the principali- 
ties, against the powers, against 
the world-rulers of this darkness, 
against the spiritual hosts of 
wickedness in the heavenly places” 
(Eph. 6:12), against the Devil 
and all his mighty forces, and 
there is no place where the Devil 
SO resists us as when we pray. 
Sometimes when we prav it seems 
as if all the forces of Hell swept 
in between us and God. What 
Shall we do? Give up? No! A 
thousand times, No! Fight the 
thing through on your knees, 
wrestle in your prayer to God, and 
win, 

_ Some vears ago I was attend- 
ing a Bible conference in Dr. 
James H. Brooks’ old church in 
St. Louis. On the program was 
one of the most distinguished and 
most gifted Bible teachers that 


“America ever produced, and he 


Was speaking this day on “The 
Rest of Faith.” In his address he 
Said, “I challefige anybody to show 
me a single passage in the Bible 
Where we are told to wrestle in 
prayer.”” Now one speaker does not 
like to contradict another, but 
here was a challenge and I was 
sitting on the platform, and I was 
obliged to take it up. So I said 
in a low tone of voice, “Romans 
15:30, brother.” He was good 
Greek scholar enough to know 
that I had him, and what is more 
rare, he was honest enough to 
o'vn it up on the spot. Yes, the 
Bible bids us ‘wrestle in prayer” 
and it is the prayer in which we 
actually wrestle in the power of 
the Holy Spirit that wins out with 
God. The word which is the root 
of the word translated “strive to- 
gether,” is agone, from which our 


word agony comes, In fact in Luke 
22:44, to which I have already re- 
ferred, this is the very word that 
is translated agony, “And being in 
an agony he prayed more earnest- 
ly: and his sweat was as it were 
great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground.” Oh, that we might 
have more agonizing prayer. 


Turn now to Cdlossians 4:12, 13, 
and you will find the same thought 
again, put in other words: 

“Epaphras, who is one of you, a 
servant of Christ, saluteth you, 
always labouring fervently for you 
'the American Standard. Version 
translates instead of “labouring 
fervently for you,” “striving for 
you,” the same word as we saw 
in Rom. 15:30)! in prayers, that 
ye may stand perfect and complete 
in all the will of God. For I bear 
him record, that he hath a great 
zeal for you.” 


The words translated “great 
zeal’ in this version are translated 
in the American Standard Version, 
“much labour,” which is an ac- 
curate translation, and the word 
translated “labour” is a_ very 
strong word, it means intense toil, 
or, painful labor. Do you know 
what it means to toil in prayer; 
to labor with painful toil in pray- 
er? Oh, how easily most of us 
take our praying, how little heart 
we put into it, and how little it 
takes out of us, and how little it 
counts with God. 


The mighty men of God, who 
throughout the centuries have 
wrought great things by prayer, 
are the men who have had much 
painful toil in prayer. Take, for ex- 
ample, David Brainerd, that phy- 
sically feeble but spiritually migh- 


arises at this point. How can we 
get this intense earnestness in 
prayer? The Bible answers the 
question very plainly and simply. 
There are two ways of having 
earnestness in prayer, a right way 
and a wrong way. The wrong way 
is to work it up in the energy of 
the flesh. Have you never seen it 
done? A man kneels down. by a 
chair to pray; he begins very 
calmly and then he begins to work 
himself up and begins to shout 
and scream and pound the chair, 
and sometimes he spits foam; and 
he screams until your head is al- 
most splitting with the loud up- 
roar. That is the wrong way, that 
is false fire; that is the energy 
of the flesh, which is an abomina- 
tion to God. If possible that is 
even worse than the careless, 
thoughtless prayers of which I 
spoke a while ago. 


But there is a right way.to ob- 
tain real, heart-stirrmg, heart- 
wringing, and God-moving earnest- 
ness in prayer. What the right way 
is the Bible tells us. It tells us 
in Romans 8:26, 27, A. R. V.: 

“And in like manner the Spirit 
also helpeth our infirmity: for we 
know not how to pray as_ we 
ought; but the Spirit himself mak- 


eth intercession for us with groan- 
ings which cannot be uttered; and 
he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh inter- 
cession for the saints according to 
the will of God.” 


That is the right way—look 
to the Spirit to create the earnest- 
ness. The earnestness that counts 
with God is not the earnestness 
that you or I work up; it is the 
earnestness that the Holy Spirit 
creates in our hearts. Have you 
never gone to God in prayer and 
there was no earnestness in your 
prayer at all, it was just words, 
words, words, a mere matter of 


ty man of God. Trembling for vears 
on the verge of consumption, from 
which he ultimately died at an 
early age, David Brainerd felt led 
of God to labor among the North 
American Indians in the earlv 
days; in. the primeval forests of 
Northern Pennsylvania, and some- 
times of a winter night he would 
go out into the forest and kneel 
in the cold snow when it was a 
foot deep and so labor with God 
in prayer that he would be wring- 
ing wet with perspiration even out 
in the cold winter night hours. 
And God heard David Brainerd 
and sent such a mighty revival 
among the North American In- 
dians as had never been heard of 
before, as indeed had never been 


‘dreamed of. 


And not onlv did God send in 
answer to David Brainerd’s pray- 
ers this mighty revival among the 
North American Indians, but also 
in answer to David Brainerd’s 
pravers he transformed David 
Brainerd’s father-in-law, Jonathan 
Edwards, that mightv prince of 
metaphvsicians, probably the 
mightiest thinker that America 
has ever produced (the only Amer- 
ican metaphysician whose name 
is in the American Hall of Fame), 
into Jonathan Edwards the flam- 
ing evangelist, who so preached on 
the subiect of “Sinners in the 
Hands of an Angry God,” in the 
church at Fnfield, in the power 
of the Holv Spirit, that the strong 
men in the audience felt as he 
nreached as if the very floor of 
the church were falling out and 
thev were sinking into Hell, and 
they sprang to their feet and 
threw their arms around the pil- 
lars of the church and cried to 
God for mercv. Ah, that we had 
more men who could pray like 
David Brainerd, then we would 
have more men that could preach 
like Jonathan Edwards. 

I once used this illustration of 
David Brainerd, speaking at a 
conference in New York State. 
Dr. Park. the grandson and bto- 
eravher of Jonathan Edwards, was 
in mv audience and he came to me 
at the close and said, “I have al- 
wavs felt that there was some- 
thing abnormal about David 
Brainerd.” 

I replied, “Dr. Park, it would 
be a good thing for you and a 
good thing for me if we had a lit- 
tle more of that kind of abnorm- 
ality.” Indeed it would; and it 
would be a good thing if many of 
us who are here this ‘morning had 
that kind of so-called “abnorm- 
ality” that bows a man down with 
intensity of longing for the power 
of God, that would make us pray 
in the way that David Brainerd 
prayed. 

But a very practical question

there is ever a time when one 
needs to pray it is when he does 
not feel like praying, What shall 
we do? Be silent and look up to 
God to send His Holy Spirit, ac- 
cording to His promise, to move 
your heart to prayer and to awak- 
en and create real earnestness in 
your heart in prayer: and He will 
send Him and you will pray with 
intense earnestness, very likely 
“with groanings which cannot be 
uttered.” 


I wish to testify right here that 
some of the times of deepest earn- 
estness that I have ever known in 
prayer bave “been when at the 
outset I seemed to have no prayer 
in my heart at all, and all attempt 
to pray was mere words, words, 
empty form. And then I have 
looked up to God to send His 
Spirit according to His promise 
to teach me to pray, and I waited 
fand the Spirit of God has come 
upon me in mighty power and I 
have cried to God, sometimes with 
groanings which could not be ut- 
tered. 

I shall never forget.a hight in 
Chicago. After the general prayer 
meetings for a world-wide re- 
vival had been going on for some 
time, the man who was most close- 
ly* associated with me in the con- 
duct of the meetings came over 
to my house one night after the 
meeting was over and _= said, 
“Bother Torrey, what.do you say 
to our having a time alone with 
God every Saturday night after 
the other meetings are ever? I do 
not mean,” he continued, “‘that we 
will actually promisé to come to- 
gether every Saturday night; but 
let us have it tonight any way.”’ Oh, 
such a night of prayer as we had 
that night. I shall never forget 
that, but it was not that night that

weeks he suggested that we invite 
in a few others, which we did; and

Then another rais- 
ed his head and said, “Neither can | 
I pray, something seems to be re- 
sisting me.” We went around the 
whole circle and each one had the 
same story. | 


What did we do? Break up the 
prayer meeting? No, If we ever 
felt the need of prayer it was 
then, and quietly we all bowed be- 
fore God and looked t6 Him to | 
send His Holy Spirit to enable us| 
to pray to victory. And soon the | 
Spirit of Gad came upon one and 
another and I have seldom heard 
such praying as I heard that night. 
And then the Spirit of God came 


‘upon me and led me out in such 


a prayer as I had never dreamed 


'of praying. I was led to ask God 


that He would send me around the 
world preaching the Gospel, and 
give me to see thousands saved in 
China, in Japan, in Australia, in 
New Zealand, in Tasmania, in In- 
dia, in England, Scotland, Ireland, 
Germany, France, and Switzer- 
land; and when I finished praying 
that night I knew I was going, 
and I knew what I would see as 
well as I knew afterward when 


the actual report came of the 
mighty things that God had 
wrought. That prayer meeting 


sent me around the world preach- | 


ing the Gospel. 
Oh, that is how we must pray.

Ill. Of the Church 


Now let us look briefly at an- 
other one of the four phrases, 
the phrase “of the church.” The 
prayer that God particularly de- 
lights to answer is Wnited prayer. 
There is power in the prayer of 
a single individual, and the prayer 
of individuals has wrought great 
things, but there is far greater 
power in united prayer. Our Lord 
Jesus taught this same great truth 
in Matthew 18:19, 20, “Again I 
say unto you, That if two of you 
shall agree on earth as touching 
any thing that they shall ask, i 
shall be done for them of My Fath- 
er which is in heaven.” God de- 
lights in the unity of His people, 
and He does everything in His 
power to promote that unity, and 
so He especially honors unity in 
prayer. There is power in the 
prayer of one true believer: there 
is far more power in the united 
prayer of two, and greater power 
in the united prayer of still more. 


But it must be real untty. This 


comes out in the exact words our | 


Lord uses; He says, “If two of 
you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing any thing that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven.” It is 
one of the most frequently mis- 
quoted and most constantly abused 
promises in the whole Bible. It 
is often quoted as if it read this 
way, “Again I say unto you, that 
if two of you shall agree on earth 
to ask anything, it shall be done 
for them of my Father who is in 
Heaven.” But it actually reads, 
“Again I say unto you, That if 
two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven.” 
Someone may say, “I do not see 
any essential difference.” Let me 
explain it to you. Someone else 
has a burden on his heart, he 
comes to you and asks you to 
unite with him in praying for this 
thing and you consent, and you 
both pray -for it. Now you are 
“acreed’” in praying, but you are 
not agreed at all “as touching” 
the thing that you ask. He asks 
for it because he intensely desires 
it; you ask for it simply because 
he asks you to_ask for it. You are 
not at all agreed “as touching™® 
the thing that you ask. But when 
God, by His Holy Spirit, puts the 
same burden on two hearts, and 
they thus in the unity of the Spirit 
pray for the same thing, there is 


not power enough on earth or in 
Hell to keep them from yetting 
it. Our Heavenly Father will do 
for them the thing that they ask. 


IV. “For Him” 


Now let us look at the fourth 
phrase, “for him.” The prayér was 
definite prayer for a definite per- 
son; and that is the kind of prayer 
God answers, DEFINITE PRAYER. 
Oh, how general and vague many 
of our prayers are. They are very 
pretty, they sound nice, they are 
charmingly phrased, but they ask 
no definite, specific thing, and they 
get no definite, specific answer. 
When you pray to God, have a 
very definite, clear-cut idea of just 
exactly what it is you want of 
God; and ask Him for that definite 
and specific thing; and, if you 
meet the other conditions of pre- 
vailing prayer, you will get that 
definite, specific thing which you 
asked. God’s answer will be just 


_as definite as your prayer. 


In closing, let me call your at- 
tention to our dependence upon 
the Holy Spirit in all our praying, 
if we are to accomplish anything 
by our prayers, It is the Holy 
Spirit, as we saw in our study of 
the first phrase, who enables us 
to really pray “unto God,” who 
leads us into the presence of God 


‘and makes God real to us. It is 


the Holy Spirit again who gives us 
the intense earnestness in prayer 
that prevails’with God. Still again 
it is the Holy Spirit who brings 
us into unity so that we know the 
power of really united prayer. And 
it is the Spirit who shows us the 
definite things for which we 
should definitely pray. 

To sum it all up, the prayer that 
God answers is the prayer that 
is to God the Father, that is on 


the ground of the atoning blood 


of God the Son, and that is under 
the direction and in the power of 
God the Holy Spirit,
